CSZ Celebrates Israel! 


Munching on falafel and hummus, the CSZ Israel 
Havurah held its first gathering of the millennium on Yom 
Ha’atzmaut - Israel Independence Day - on April 26. The 
evening began with a celebratory dinner held jointly with 
the Ritual Committee, at which Rabbi Angel invoked a 
participatory blessing. Those present expressed their hopes 
for peace, safety, freedom and tolerance in Israel. 


Attendees included women and men, new members and 
old, native sabras and Americans who have visited Israel 
only once or twice. Despite their varieties of experience, 
all agreed that Israel plays an important role in their lives, 
and that there is a strong need to enhance the level of 
awareness and understanding of Israel within the CSZ 
community.

Congregation Sha’ar Zahav from Cradle to College ty Lisa Ochs 


Very few adults 
can claim mem- 
bership in CSZ 
for their entire 
lives. This month 
we interviewed 
Aaron Buch- 
binder, who cele- 
brated his first 
birthday in the 
oneg room at 
Danvers Street, and whose earliest 
memories of CSZ include falling asleep 
under the pews. 


When we asked Aaron about his best 
memories of CSZ, the first name he 
mentioned was his Kadimah teacher, 
Phyllis Mintzer. “I think Phyllis has 
been an important influence in my life 
because she’s such a great person. She’s 
one of the reasons that I try to be a great 
person, too. She gave so much support. 
When I was little and fooling around 
in class, she’d put her hand on my 
shoulder and calm me down.” Aaron 
also has very fond memories of Rabbi 
Kahn, another great influence. Aaron 
also wants to thank his moms, Diana 
Buchbinder and Joyce Garay; his bar 
mitzvah tutor, Howard Goldberg; 
Daniel Chesir, who taught him trope; 
Sandrine Hahn, his teacher; and 
George Muntzer, “because he has 
always been kind and helpful to me.” 


Aaron enjoyed Kadimah. “The Hebrew 
School was pretty small. Evan Kuluk’s 
class was one class above mine. They 
were always the big kids. We looked up 
to them so much. It was a nice experi- 
ence.” Although he remembers being 
pretty nervous at his bar mitzvah, he 
was relieved that it went well. “It was 
fun watching the older kids’ bar mitz- 


vahs. I especially remember Max Ross- 
off Nichols’.” Since graduating from 
Kadimah, Aaron has returned to tutor 
Adam Sigal and Aaron Goldman- 
Maclachlan. 


One thing he particularly liked about 
CSZ as a child, Aaron reports, is that 


“you were allowed to have fun. I prob- 


ably would have been resistant to a 
much more formal synagogue,” Aaron 
says. “I might not have managed to get 
the education that I did or wish to 
continue. I think Sha’ar Zahav set the 
foundation. After Kadimah, I realized 
that I wanted to do something with my 
Jewish education. The underlying Jew- 
ish principles helped shape me as a 
person. A lot of who I am comes from 
my experiences at Sha’ar Zahav.” 


It was after his bar mitzvah, Aaron says, 
that Judaism took on heightened 
importance. “I think that’s when you 
realize what Judaism, your education, 
background and beliefs mean to you. 
That’s what I found at Midrasha. I 
started to value it on my own and just 
incorporated it.” Midrasha holds 
classes on Sundays for Bay Area Jew- 
ish teenagers. Aaron has been attend- 
ing classes since eighth grade and 
graduates this month. “Each year you 
study a different core curriculum and 
also take electives. Classes range from 
Jewish identity, Bible study and Kab- 
balah to Hebrew and Yiddish. It’s really 
great to get together with other Jewish 
people from other places in the Bay 
Area and just share ideas. You talk 


about your faith and your experiences.” 


Aaron’s favorite class has been Jewish 
Mysticism. “Midrasha is a good way 
to build relationships and stay in touch. 
It’s really intellectually stimulating. You 


can relax, think and trade ideas. It’s 
hands-on and up-to-date. It’s cool.” 


In addition to attending Midrasha, 
Aaron enjoys listening to and playing 
music. He has played football and soc- 
cer and is taking three advanced place- 
ment classes. In the fall he will attend 
U.C. Santa Cruz, where he plans to 
study psychology. Over winter break 
Aaron travelled to Nicaragua with a 
group and worked with a Peace Corps 
volunteer. After college he plans to join 
the Peace Corps. 


As if all that weren’t enough, Aaron has 
chanted Torah several times at CSZ 
High Holiday services. “My sister and 
I used to dread it,” he said. “My mom 
would just sign us up and then she’d 
tell us two weeks before the time. One 
year I made her chant it with me.” 
Despite this, Aaron appreciates the 
uniqueness of CSZ. “It ties together 
gays and lesbians and Jews so I associ- 
ate both of them in my mind. Being in 
a Jewish atmosphere and in an open- 
minded atmosphere, are both really 
great for me. I started off in a position 
where I can see the world differently 
from everybody else. I think it definitely

While raised in a Reform house- 
hold, his parents sent him to a Con- 
servative yeshiva for elementary 
school. 


Howard came out “with a vengeance” 
in medical school and became active 
in the Lesbian, Gay and Bisexual 
People in Medicine Task Force of the 
American Medical Association. In 
fact, he met his partner, Gene, at a gay 
medical school party shortly after he 
came out. 


Howard became interested in the field 
of psychiatry in large part due to his 
exposure to Holocaust survivor and 
psychotherapist, Victor Frankel’s 
works. In 1999, Howard finished his 
schooling and shifted to clinical work 
here in San Francisco. He is currently 
overseeing two outpatient clinics for 
the City of San Francisco. His work 
with the homeless outreach program 
is the most rewarding for him. “Often 
small interventions can mean a lot. 
We had a patient who carried around 
a radio. His radio was stolen. By 
replacing it, we really helped him. The 
sounds of the radio helped to distract 
him from the voices he was hearing.” 


Howard’s process of integrating being 
Jewish and gay is interesting. “My 
father’s reaction to my coming out 
was to label homosexuality a person- 
ality disorder against God,” he 
explained. For most of the time he 
was in medical school, he really did 


not actively practice Judaism. Later, 
he began to reassess things. “I took 
the day off for Yom Kippur, but I did 
not go to shul. I was angry. I ate,” he 
explained. 


But that experience started his search 
for more gay positive experiences. He 
joined the gay Jewish group in San 
Diego and later affiliated with BCC 
in Los Angeles. “I wanted to continue 
that terrific experience here in San 
Francisco, so I joined Sha’ar Zahav.” 


With June being Gay Pride month, 
the questions we asked Howard 
focused on themes of pride. 


1. Why are you proud to be a Jew? 


“Being Jewish is an innate part of who 
I am. How can I not be?” retorts 
Howard. “Being Jewish is so funda- 
mental to my being - it is the spiritual 
underpinning of my life, it is upper- 
most in my mind and my being, and 
it informs my actions and thoughts.” 


2. If you were to create a Jewish holiday 
that is similar to Pride, what would 
it look like? 


Howard would combine elements of 
Simchat Torah and Passover. “There 
would be dancing with the Torah and 
story-telling of freedom and liberation. 
We would take it to the streets!” he 
explains jubilantly. Howard explains 
his vision of the holiday from a spiri- 
tual standpoint: “The holiday would 
be about making the Jewish spirit and 
energy as accessible as possible to the 
entire community.” 


3. What is the relationship between Gay 
Pride and Judaism? 


“Tt is about coming to terms with, and 
celebrating, who you are,” states Howard. 
He shares his feelings that it has at times 
been difficult to be a gay male Jew. 

“From my point of view, Judaism has not 
been so open to gay people. Judaism has 
always been so child oriented - ‘You shall 
teach your child....’ And my gay identity 
has made it difficult to pass things on to 
the next generation,” he explains. 
Despite the tension Howard feels about 
this, he views Gay Pride as an opportu- 
nity to become more fully who you are 
and to challenge pre-existing barriers and 
prejudice. 


4, There was been a lot of debate recently 
about the Conservative movement’s 
point of view on same-sex marriages. 
What is your point of view? 


Howard views the discussion of the 
issue as an important first step in 
acknowledging and accepting homo- 
sexuality. “We can’t afford to alienate 
our own. It is a shanda (a shame). 
Howard believes that some gays would 
feel more comfortable spiritually with 
a more Conservative liturgy, but 
because of the Reform movement’s 
more progressive attitude towards 
homosexuality, they have found a home 
within the Reform movement. “This 
creates a different tension within a pri- 
marily GLBT synagogue,” he notes. 


We are very proud to have Howard as 
part of our community. Please join me 
in welcoming him to Sha’ar Zahav.

mitted to bringing a wide variety of 
issues related to Israel ‘out of the 
closet’ at CSZ, in a supportive con- 
text. We recognize that it is not 
possible, nor necessarily desirable, to 
reach consensus on political issues 
relating to Israel. The havurah is 
dedicated to deepening connections 
to the people, culture, history and 
land of Israel.” 


In that spirit, the havurah decided to 
pursue two objectives. The first is to 
forge links with the organized LGBT 
community in Israel, a vibrant, suc- 
cessful yet struggling community 
which has sought financial and 
moral support from the Jewish 
LGBT community in the United 
States. Specifically, the Agudah, 
which is the Israeli LGBT commun- 
ity’s umbrella organization, is 
seeking to increase its international 
membership, and to borrow gay-posi- 
tive Jewish rituals and values from its 
American counterparts in communi- 
ties like CSZ. You’ll be hearing more 
about the Agudah in future editions 
of the Forward. 


A second goal is to bring Israeli cul- 
ture to the CSZ community. There 
are a host of opportunities to experi- 
ence the music, theater, art, literature 
and food of Israel right here in the 
Bay Area, and the havurah will be 
planning some Israel-centered cul- 
tural programs for CSZ members in 
the near future. Other goals include 
re-establishing CSZ’s support for the 
Reform Zionist Movement (AR- 
ZA/World Union for Progressive 
Judaism), and sponsoring educa- 
tional forums and debates on issues 
of importance to Israel. 


The next meeting of the havurah, 
where goals will continue to be 
refined and an action plan imple- 
mented, will take place on Thursday, 
May 31 at 6:30 pm at CSZ. All CSZ 
members are invited and encouraged 
to attend. In the meantime, if you’d 
like to be included in group emails 
about the Israel Havurah, please con- 
tact Miki and Ron _ at 
goralsky@aol.com and __rie- 
zell@aol.com.
